Health urges parents to take their 
children to be immunized against 
polio and other childhood diseases at 
a special clinic Oct. 25 in Rolling 
Meadows. 


The immunization clinic, from 10- 


a.m. to 4 p.m. at Rolling Meadows 
High School, 2901 Central Rd., will 
serve children aged 1 through 18 from 
the north and northwest suburbs. Im- 
munizations will be given for measles, 
rubella, polio, diphtheria, whooping 
cough and tetanus. ., 


"The percentage of young children 


Immunized against such diseases as 
polio, measles and rubella has de- 
clined annually to the point where 
widespread epidemics are once again 
a serious threat," said Dr. John B. 
Hall, director of the health dept. 


Haft said children should be immu- 


nized between one and five years of 
age. "People tend to delay immuniza- 
tion until the child approaches school 
age, leaving him vulnerable to disease 
during the first four or five years of 
life," he said. "It is this age group 
that will be hit hardest if epidemics 
occur." 


No appointments are necessary at 


the special 'clinic. Parents should 
bring their children's previous immu- 
nization records. Rubella shots will 
not be given to girls who have 
reached the onset of menstruation.

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Ford unhurt as limousine 
rammed by Hartford auto' 


HARTFORD, Conn. (DPI) - Presi- 


dent Ford's limousine was struck by 
another car at an Intersection in 
downtown Hartford as the Presiden- 
tial motorcade' beaded toward the air- 
port Tuesday night/ The President 
was not hurt. 


Witnesses said a light-colored car, 


apparently with a group of young 
people in it, struck the Presidential 
limousine at the corner of Market and 
Talcott Sts., about .two blocks from 
where Ford had Just addressed a 
fund-raising dinner. 


Authorities said the passengers in 


the other car were taken to police 
headquarters for questioning. 


Their automobile was heavily.dam- 


aged, its front end smashed halfway 
back to the windshield. 


The heavily armored limousine was 


only lightly damaged and continued 
on Its way after only brief delay. 


A reporter who witnessed the acci- 


dent from a distance said it appeared 
Ford was quickly pushed to the floor 
by security aides until it could be de-, 
termined whether the collision was an 


accident or an attempt to harm the 
President

cade was proceeding as usual through

A 25-year old Chicago man has been 


arrested for tho April murder of a 
Palatine Township man In his home.

Dist.-, 214 .high schools will be did- 
cussed by'the board of education in a 
committee-of-the'-whole meeting Nov. 
3. 


At its first committee meeting on 


the subject last week the board re- 
ceived figures from 
1, the Dist.. 214 ad- 


ministration showing an anticipated 
enrollment drop of about 22 per cent 
by 1983 — a loss of 4,363 students. 


The board is now. considering 


whether it can afford to maintain an 
eight of Its high schools or whether it 
should close one or two schools. 


ON NOV. 3 THE board will take an- 


other look at the enrollment and fi- 
nancial projections and may begin to 
set criteria for deciding which school 
or schools may close. 


If the board decides not to dose a 


school, it ,must analyze the cost of 
, maintaining' all facilities at below 
maximum enrollment and consider 
changes, in boundaries-to spread the 
district's -enrollment among eight 
buildings. 


If the board chooses to close one or 


two schools, it must decide which 
schools to close, when they would 
close and'what-boundary changes 


would be necessary, and must estab- 
lish a method for phasing out the 
buildings. Supt. Edward Gilbert has 
suggested if a school must close, it 
should be phased out graduaally by 
eliminating the freshman 'class .the 
first year. 


ENROLLMENT IS projected to 


drop from 19,823'students this year to 
15,460 by the 1983-64 'school year. Her- 
sey High School is expected to lose 
1,027 students; Arlington, 816; Pros- 
pect, 701; Elk Grove, .731; Forest 
View, 663; Rolling Meadows 638 and 
Wheeling, 45. Buffalo Grove High 
School is projected to increase by 404 
students by 1983. 


Dist. 214V declining enrollment 


.problem is further complicated by its 
financial situation. The district is ex- 
pected to have an $11.5 million deficit 
budget in five years if the formula 
used to figure state aid is not revised. 


THE FORMULA REQUIRES the 


district to roll back its tax rate from 


the current rate of $2.04 cents per $100 
in assessed valuation to $1.13 in six 
years. A number of school adminis- 
trators in the state are trying to per- 
suade Gov. Daniel Walker to change 
the formula or eliminate the roll-back 
provision.

loyal to Daley endorses someone else. 


Hartigan has figured In'speculation 


that he may run for governor with 
Daley's backing. Hartigan has not yet 
announced his intentions.

Aircraft noise

an FAA matter 


The Federal Aviation Admin- 


istration has spent years listen- 
Ing to complaints about jet 
noise at airports, but it has pro- 
vided few good answers. 


At recent Chicago hearings on 


a proposed policy for estab- 
lishing noise regulations at air- 
•ports such as O'Hare, suburban 
residents repeated the* same 
complaints and offered the same' 
solutions they have been seeking 
for years. • 


FAA spokesmen have agreed 


in past years that some tech- 
niques would reduce noise for 
residents near airports but they 
have accepted the airline In- 
dustry's argument that such im- 
provements would be too costly. 


Some decisions have been 


postponed by top FAA officials 
in Washington, even though 


those decisions have been thor- 
oughly studied. O'Hare area 
residents have charged that the 
FAA is using the public com- 
ment provisions in FAA rule- 
making to excess, dragging out 
the time it takes to come to a 
solution. 


The longer it takes to order 


airlines to rebuild their jet en- 
gines, the less of an economic 
burden it will be. Residents are 
particularly irked because they 
know the technology is avail- 
able. The -new jumbo jets have 
bigger but quieter engines, and. 
still the FAA allows construction 
of noisier, older models that 
were approved years ago. 


The FAA has not done its job 


of making aviation acceptable 
to the general.public, and has 
moved extremely slowly. FAA 
defenders still call for control of 
zoning around airports to pre- 
vent construction of homes, and 
the argument has merit. But the 
homes and the people already 
are there, and their lives are 
being interrupted every day*. 


» 
The question of who should 


pay for the sound-deadening im- 
provements can be decided 
some other way. If the airlines 
can't absorb the costs, residents 
have suggested 'tax incentives 
for the airlines or a temporary 
surtax on airline tickets, sim- 
ilar to the security charges, until 
the engine improvements are 
complete. 


The thousands of citizens who 


surround major airports deserve 
something in return for the tax 
dollars they pour into the FAA. 
Rapid decisions to alleviate 
. noise would be a welcome move 
and would help restore faith in a 
regulatory agency. that has 
made few improvements so far. 


Our suburbs must join 
anti-noise fight, too 


Several Northwest suburban 


communities missed an opportu- 
nity last week to carry on the 
fight against jet noise at O'Hare 
Airport. 


DCS Plaines, Niles and Park

Rocky's Veep future:

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Not 


too long ago, Nelson A. Rockefel- 
ler confided to a close acquaint- 
ance the vice presidency "isn't 
much of a job, but it's where the 
action is." , \ 


Being where the action is means 


remaining vice president for the 
next five years which Rockefeller, 
though he denies being a candi- 
date,"is trying very hard to do. 


The second man to be appointed 


vice president in'America's his- 
tory, Rockefeller's political future 
rests solely with President Ford. 
Should Ford, win the Republican 
nomination, he'has Indicated a* 
strong desire to select Rockefeller 
as his running mate. 


If tradition and history are any 


guide to an always uncertain po- 
litical future, Ford's choice should 
be accepted by the party, dele- 
gates with little dispute. But 
would they in Rockefeller's case? 


The former New York governor' 


has been far from beloved by the. 
Republican party's conservative 
whig. A Harris survey placed him 
third among Republicans^ for the 
No. 2 spot, behind Ronald Reagan 
end Barry Goldwater. 
\ 


. Ford's own campaign manager, 
Howard Callaway, made bead- 
lines this summer by suggesting 
that Rockefeller would not be, an 
asset to Ford's candidacy for the 
GOP presidential v nomination 
among the party's conservatives' 
-particular^ in OM South. 
* 


Thus, Ford's own private advice 


to Rockefeller, according to White 
House sources, was to "go out and 


sell yourself" to the party's con- 
servative wing. In'other words, 
"make 
yourself 
acceptable 


enough so that I would have no 
trouble in selecting you as my 
running mate." 


This is what Rockefeller, in his 


Inimitable style, has been doing. 
In a whirlwind of campaigning 


- through the South and Southwest, 


the party's model of moderate Re- 
publicanism has been denouncing 
big government, wasteful spend- 
ing and welfare cheats, and call- 
ing for states' rights, Individual 
, initiative, a stronger free enter- 


prise'system and an end to forced 
busing. 


His speeches before largely con- 


servative audiences are heavily 
laced 
wl{h the phrases 
and 


themes of Barry Goldwater, the 
presidential candidate he refused 
to support in 1964;

"Let's get back to the funda- 


mental values," Rockefeller told 
GOP audiences recently in Dallas, 
Little Rock and Oklahoma City. 
The federal government, he 
charged hi almost every speech, 
has been "overspending, over- 
promising and overregulating ... 
and if we continue, we're going to 
destroy our society." 


'He denies he is campaigning 
and says he does not want to "in- 
fluence the President's decision in 
any way" but his trips are me- 
ticulously advanced by political 
aides and his remarks are rhetori- 
cally tailored to appeal to that 
segment of the party which has 
steadfastly denied him the presi- 
dential nomination.

Rockefeller tells 'Republicans 


that at age 67 he is "totally re- 
laxed" about his future, that he 
harbors no higher-political ambi- 
tions and merely wants to help 
Ford "In any way I can." 


"I'm not campaigning and I'm 


not a candidate," he says. "The 
President has. to keep all his op- 
tions open and I don't want in any 
way to put pressure on him."

Not all hard arteries mean trouble 


I ira • 61-year-old female weighing 


•boat 138 pounds and am S-fwt-8 
Inchei (all. I do not smoke or drink. A 
few month* ago I had a complete 
physical examination Including blood 
work, cardiogram and chest X ray. 


My phytlclan gave me a clean bill 


of health but laid the X rays showed 
a tendency toward hardening of the 
arteries. 1 asked him what I could do 
about that he replied, "nothing." 


This report has caused me quite a 


bit of concern because I have seen the 
mental confusion In older people 
caused by hardening of the arteries. 
Naturally I do not want this to happen 
to me. Could you give me any encour-. 
agement for my future health? • 


Encouragement coming up. In the 


first place the kind of changes you 
can see on routine X rays In the ar- 
teries Is not the kind that causes heart 
and brain disease. That ought to 
make you feel better. I am sure your 
doctor saw the kind we worry less 
about. 


The kind of change we see In the 


arteries that causes heart attacks and 
strokes is the deposition of fatty-cho- 
lesterol particles just under the Inside 
lining of the artery. The -deposits 
bulge Into the opening and shut It off 
partially or completely, or rupture, 
leading to the local formation of a clot 
In the artery. This causes a stroke 
(big or small) and heart attacks, de- 
pending on what artery is Involved. 


Another change we often see Is the 


formation of calcium In the middle 
part of tho arterial wall. This will 
make tho artery hard, like a lead 
pipe, but It won't cause it to become 
obstructed. Tho calcium is radio- 
opaque, and it can be seen on the X 
ray. These deposits are commonly 
present. In the wall of the main big 
artery, the aorta, that^upplics all the 
body except tho lungs. 


To sec tho changes that obstruct ar- 


teries, you need to Inject a radio- 
opaque dye Into tho artery and then 
take special pictures. This is what Is 
done to see the changes in the corona- 
ry arteries or to visualize the arteries 
to the brain. That Is not the kind of 
test you have on a routine medical 
examination, so that is not what your 
doctor Is talking about.

1976 auto sales up 
new models cited in gains 


DETROIT (UPI),- The four U.S. 


automakers reported Tuesday that 
sales in the first period of the 1976 
model year jumped nearly 13 per cent 
over year-ago levels when new model 
introductions produced a big thud in 
Detroit. 


The sales were the best for any 


month-opening period since November 
of 1973 and the best year-to-year gain 
since early September of last year. 


General Motors, Ford and Ameri- 


can Motors reported substntial gains 
over last Oct. 1-10 — 17 per cent at 
GM, 16 per cent for Ford and 
25 per cent at AMC — but Chrysler 
said Its sales were down 14 per cent.. 


CHRYSLER WON'T formally In- 


troduce its '76 models until later this 
week but said the new models ac- 


counted for 28 per cent of its sales. 


GM sales were aided' by the new 


small Chevette which turned in the 
fastest sales start of any new car ever 
introduced by Chevrolet, accounting 
for 6,100 sales with 14,300 unfilled or- 
ders at the end of the period. 


The four companies sold 243,642 


cars in early October, up 12.7 per cent 
from 216,110 a' year ago and almost 
equal to the same period in 1973, just 
before the start of the Arab oil em- 
bargo that triggered the two-year 
sales slump. 


The strong showing by the com- 


panies was in sharp contrast to a year 
ago when the introduction of the '75s, 
with price tags'averaging $500 over 
earlier models, started the industry's 
long slide that'hit bottom during the 
winter'when more than 300,000 auto 


workers were idled. That figure 
stands at below 81,000 this week and 
Is not expected to drop much further 
unless sales improve. 


GM SALES IN the period totaled 


129,846 cars, Ford delivered 82,476 
cars, Chrysler 23,609 and AMC 7,711. 
So far this year, sales are still trailing 
1974's slow pace by nearly 14 per cent 
with the 5,265,899 cars sold a sharp 32 
per cent below the record pace of 
1973, just before the start of the Arab 
oil embargo. 


GM also set a record in the sale of 


33,044 commercial vehicles, up 42 per 
cent over last year and an even 
stronger indication of a strengthening 
economy. Ford's truck sales were up 
19 per cent over last year with Chrys- 
ler reporting a 6 per cent gain.

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Dealers now responsible 
for used car, truck safety 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The in- 


creased responsibility o( dealers and 
manufacturers decreed by .the courts 
In recent years for dangerous defects 
In products now has been extended to 
tho used car and truck market. 


The courts have acted in two cases 


Involving deaths from defects in used 
vehicles. 


An Oklahoma used car dealer was 


Indicted for manslaughter when four' 
persons died of carbon monoxide poi- 
soning as the result of an exhaust leak 
In a car he sold. The former owner of 
the car testified the dealer was aware 
of the exhaust leak when he took the 
car in. This case is expected to result 
In a long court fight. 


In tho other cose, a New Jersey 


(ruck driver bought a used truck of 
tho cab-over-englne type. While he 
was working on the engine with the 
cab elevated, the catch that held the 
cab gave way. The cab fell on the 
driver and caused his death. His wid- 
ow sued both the dealer who sold the 
used truck and the mcnufactorer. 


THE CASE WAS fought to the State 


Supremo Court, which finally ruled in 
favor of the widow against both the 


.'dealer and the manufacturer. ' • • . 


The Research Group of Charlottes- 


vllle, Vn., which'does legal research 
for attorneys and their clients, says 
the New Jersey case is a landmark 


• decision. There was no contention that 
.tho dealer was aware of the defective 
cab catch, only that he and the manu- 
facturer were responsible for the 
catch. 


The real significance of the New 


Jersey decision, according to the Re- 
search Group, is that it strictly mlrf. 
Imlzes a "sold as is" sales condition 
to body dents and normal wear and 
tear on the body and engine. 


The Research Group said the deci- 


sion means the used, car bujwrnow 
has much the same justifiable ex- 
pectations of safety in a used vehicle 
as in a new vehicle. He has a right to 
expect 'that the brakes, steering 
mechanism, the exhaust system and 
other parts critical to safety have 
been Inspected and maintained to safe 
condition.

"All tta touch tape made lost year would reach to the 


moon and back and leave enough left over to go around' 
the world eight times," quipped a 3M executive.

says 3M. In the early. 1920s, most automobile manufac- 
turers painted practically all their new ears black.

Where is it going? Into Phase II 


If Uw women'i movement finally, 


making It? Over the pait ilx years 
there have been significant advances • 
as well as serious setbacks; *ut one 
Ihrag Is clear: the liberated woman is 
not a patting fancy. Pat Chapman 
Jones, active In the women's move* 
ment from the beginning, assesses the 
situation for Newspaper Enterprise 
Association and The Herald presents 
here her report.

Six years ago, thousands of wonfcn 


thronged streets throughout the coun- 
try to commemorate the 50th anni- 
versary of women's right to vote. In 
New York, the event was celebrated 
by a jubilant march down Filth Ave- 
nue culminating In a mass demonstra- 
tion In Bryant Pork behind the Public 
Library. 


"Wow," said feminist Kale Mlllett, 


author of the movement's new bible, 
"Sexual Politics" "We really have a 
movement now." 


Where Is that movement today?' 
There have been notable advances 


(ERA, abortion) as well as major set- 
backs. 


THE EQUAL RIGHTS Amendment, 


a target Issue, still remains unrotl- 
fled. The national day care centers 
bill, passed by Congress, suffered 
presidential veto and lies dormant. 
Women's right to abortion on demand, 
while confirmed by the United States 
Supreme Court, is being attacked in 
many ways In various parts of the' 
country. Because of the recession, 
many jobs recently gained by women 
have been lost because'of seniority 
rules. 


And this summer at Mexico City, 


the much hailed International Wom- 
en's Conference, sponsored by the 
United Nations, degenerated Into a po- 
litical forum. 
, 


Back home, there have been signs 


of open rifts between segments of the 
movement. One group, the Red Stock- 
ings, whose founding manifesto em- 
phasized "sisterhood," Issued a wordy 
document attacking editor and writer 


• Gloria Stelncm as "purported CIA 
agent." 
\ 


IN ADDITION, the year has seen 


the growth of several national worn- 
o n' s organizations dedicated to 
"teaching the art of pleasing the man 
in happy subservience." 


Despite these losses, feminist lead- 


ers remain optimistic about the move- 
ment now and its future citing wide- 
spread acceptance and growth at the 
grassroots. 


"You can compare the movement 


today to a kid who shoots up like a 
bean pole and then takes time filling 
out," noted one observer. 


"We're going Into Phase II," said 


Audrey Colom, president of the Na- 
tional Women's Political 
Caucus. 


"The era of confrontation is passing. 
We're moving to the nuts and bolts 
technical politics. It's not so dramat- 
ic, but this Is how we are going to win 
the power. We're digging in for the 
long haul, learning that success in 
business or polities'depends on a well- 
developed game plan. Shirleys (Chi- 
sholm) and Bellas (Abzug) don't just 
happen." 


IF YOU JUDGE by numbers, the 


movement is certainly filling out at 
all levels. The National Organization 
of Women, founded in 1966, i now 
boasts a membership of 50,000'here 
and abroad with major growth report- 
ed In suburban chapters. The National 
Women's Political Caucus, formed in 
1071 with a membership of'271 wom- 
en, has grown to a political force of 
35,000 with organizations in nearly ev- 
ery state. The National Coalition of 
Labor Union Women, founded in 1074, 
has a roster of 4,000 members'In 45 
chapters. 


Labor union organizations of white 


collar women office workers, who rep- 
resent one-third of the female work 
force, report dramatic growth with al- 
most 23,000 enrolled last year alone. 


The growth, however, is more than 


just in organization numbers. It's in 
numbers of women gaining political 
power at all levels. N . 


IN 1974, ACCORDING to the NWPC, 


more women were elected to Congress 
than ever before in history. There are 
currently 19 women in the House of 
Representatives; 610 women in state 
legislatures, twice as many as in 1969. 
Also at the state level, Connecticut 
has a woman governor, Ellen Grasso,. 
the first to be elected on her own raer-' 
it and not succeeding a husband. New 
York has a woman lieutenant gover- 
nor, Mary Ann Krupsak. 


Meanwhile, at the local level, wom- 


en are running for a multitude of of- 
fices, from dog catcher to registrar 
of wills: In Texas, during ,the last 
election, 2,400 women were candidates 
for office throughout the state, ac- 
cording to a WPC survey. 
. There's a growing political aware- 
ness by all women, in the opinion of 
Ms. Colom. 


"The growing consumer movement 


and demonstrations prove that women 
are becoming more political,"' she ob- 
served. "When a woman goes into a 
supermarket and refuses to buy beef, 
she's made a political decision. Look 


at the meat boycott. It was organized 
and led by women. It couldn't have 
'happened without the movement." ' 


The years have seen legislative 


gains in many areas. Domestic work-' 
ers^are now included in minimum 
wage legislation. In education, Title 0 
prohibits discrimination — and dis- 
criminatory attitudes. The New York 
State Department1 of Education 
recently issued guidelines'for a whole 
; new "educational system which bans 
sexism iir everything, from books to 
teacher attitudes. A presidential order 
prohibits job'discrimination on the 
part of federal contractors. • 


RAPE BILLS, guarding the rights 


of victims, now exist in several states 
and are top priority in others. In Cali- 
fornia, in a recent decision, the judge 
is now prohibited from « traditional 
'charge to the jury, "Rape 'is easily 
charged and hard to defend." In New 
York City, women have a special 
number to call and sympathetic offi- 
cers to help them. 


On the labor front there have been 


gains, too. Thanks to CLUW, many 
unions have formulated separate 
women's departments. Such, a depart- 
ment is,the women's division of the 
Amalgamated 
Meat Cutters and 


Butchers, headed by CLUW founder 
and vice president Addle Wyatt. 


Noted Ms. Wyatt, "For the first 


time during our lifetime, trade union 
women arc being called on to make 
policy not only In the union but in ev- 
ery institution in the country. Every 
woman, activist or not, is being 


' forced to take a good, hard look at 


herself—why she's working and what 
she expects out of that work. Often, 
she'll find the traditional woman's job 
to be easier and pay more money. In 
that knowledge, we've got strength." 


OFFICE WORKERS are standing 


up and being counted,..too. An inde- 
pendent-union, District 65, which has 
offices in New York, Chicago and Los 
Angeles, is.currently directing its ef- 
forts toward organizing women work- 
ers at universities and publishing 
houses. Among recent accom- 
plishments: a new contract at Harper 
and Row, a'pen'ding election at Simon

Union spokesperson Margie Albert 


is enthusiastic about future prospects 
noting, "As offices become more 
mechanized they become more like 
factories. And, .these positions pay 
less than most blue collar jobs. There 
are a lot of women office workers out 
there to be mobilized — 12 million of 
them." ' 


Increasing numbers of women are 


engaged in top level research at uni- 


versltles. In academia and elsewhere, 
distorted Victorian concepts of the fe- 
male, which influenced scientists such 
as Freud and Darwin, are being dis- 
carded. Data revealing role sharing in 
animal societies is being unearthed 
and publicized. 
. ~_ 


"WOMEN ARE discovering' once 


buried research?' says Elizabeth 
Fisher, editor of "Aphra," feminist, 
literary publication, who is now writ- 
ing a historical book on ^ women.v 
"Many anthropologlstsNnave had to 
retract, earlier'' positions regarding 
..male dominance." 


The changes in our language Itself 


indicate the pervasive nature of the 
movement, she added. "Ms," "per- 
sonj' "MCP," "sexist," she observed; 
are all words now in common use. 


What of the future — and today's 


problems? Nobody expects the mille- 
nium overnight, a sign of the move- 
ment's new maturity. 


"So, Mexico City, was a disaster," 


said Karen DeCrow, NOW president. 


"It was a start. You can't expect 
people to shift gears instantaneously. 
Sexism has been going for 6,000 


yyears." 


THE IMPORTANT thing to remem- 


ber," said suffragette and 80-year-old 
Pennsylvania activist Mildred Scott 
Olmsted, "is that the Mexico City con- 
ference was actually held and the 
women's movement has become inter- 
national In scope. The movement has 
made, enormous advances in this 
country. It's been a social revolution. 
In any revolution,-you have the radi- 
cal and moderate elements. Look at 
Portugal today. In our day, we had 
the suffragettes and the suffragists." 


The key problem, as most women 


see it, is in enforcement of legislation 
benefiting women. "Women have to 
be there ,nqt only in passing bills but 
in-enforcing them," summed up Ms. 
Colom. "We also have to make sure 
that- the women we support are sup- 
porters of women's issues." 


counts." said Ms. Olmsted. "We must 
apply the same high standards to 
women that we do to men. We must 
be careful not to defend women just 
because they are women. We are hu- 
man beings and, as such, we will have 
our crooks as well as our good 
'guys'." 


"Let's hope," said Elsa Puder Sup- 


lee, Pennsylvania woman political 
activist, "That we will grow and that 
as we grow, we won't lose our sense 
of kindness."

Just passing a law doesn't neces- 


sarily make It so. , 


Changing the realities of dis- 


crimination against women and mi- 
norities In the work force takes work, 
and that's where Carol Karzen and 
Mary Ellen Feldman of Buffalo Grove 
and Wheeling come in. 


One year ago the women in- 


corporated Karzen/Feldman and As-, 
sociates, consultants on affirmative 
action. Since they thqy have advised a 
bank, college, hospital, school and 
other firms in the Chicago area on 
how to achieve both the letter and the 
spirit of affirmative action laws. 


They have conducted numerous 


workshops for management and em- 
ployes, women and minorities, on how 
to handle the employment problems 
each group encounters in its own spe- 
cific role. 


"It had.become apparent that the 


government'and employes were not 
seeing the results they had hoped 
for," said Mary Ellen, a journalism 
graduate of Northwestern University. 
She pointed to the series of fair em- 
ployment laws and rulings that have 
been passed at both state and federal 
levels since 1968, but which have not 
been universally implemented due to' 
resistance and the lack of government 
resources ,to enforce them. 


Now, Mary Ellen'added, require- 


ments apply to more companies than 
ever before — including employers of 
as few as 25 persons — and they af- 
fect large numbers of people. After 
these latest applications of the law 
were passed, Mary Ellen and Carol 
decided someone needed to work with 
employers and help them achieve the 
, goals of the law. 


The two women had known each 


other since serving together on the 
Task Force on Sexism in Education, a 
coalition of parents in School Dlst. 21. 
Both- had been familiar with, .the is- 
sues of sexism in employment "as well, 
and felt that with their combined ex- 
pertise (Carol has degrees in, clinical 


psychology from Northwestern and 
Loyola universities), they could offer 
employers something of benefit in 
terms of research and human rela- 
tions. 


"EMPLOYERS may want to make 


a change but not know how. We cover 
the whole affirmative action contin- 
uum — analysis^ of problems and 
goals, solutions, implementation, spe-~ 


• clfic techniques for upgrading minor- 
ities and for minorities to upgrade' 
themselves. 


"We hold in-house workshops on af- 


firmative action planning, employe 
advancement 
workshops, manage- 


ment workshops, sex and education 
workshops, career counseling." 


Depending on what sort of help a 


company wants or needs, Carol and 
Mary Ellen's work can go on for sev- 
eral months. They have a staff of four 
and have employed as many as 34 ad- 
ditional consultants to deal with cer- 
tain aspects of a job.

«• 
Attitudes toward equal employment 


— and the need for affirmative action 
plans — vary widely from company to 
company, even within a single in- 
dustry, according to the women. 


THEY ENCOUNTERED both ends 


" of the spectrum In a single morning 
recently.'At one firm, they called on a 
man whose whole function was to deal 
with the government regulations on 
employment. "He sat there with 50 af- 
firmative action plans ion his desk, 
talking on" watts lines all over the 
country about all kinds of lawsuits. 
' "The president of the next company 
could care less — he said he'd broken 
the law before and he'd do it again, 
•that women all want to be out of the 
office-by4:SO." 
' 


In their management workshops the 


women stress" that commitment to 
equal employment must come from 
the top and be transferred throughout 
management. Management often is 
not aware, they1 say, that "it's critical 
where minorities and women are 
hired, not just that they are hired. 
Ninety-tbTM per/ cent of companies 


have only 10 per cent women manag- 
nent personnel." 


COMPANIES often protest that they 


can't find enough women and minor- 
ity persons with training in certain 
areas, such as engineering. According 
to Carol and Mary Ellen, this is often 
a valid complaint. Only four per cent 
of the engineers in the country, they 


• say, are women. 


"But companies might not t» look- 


Ing at a person's potential," they 
added, especially in the case of wom- 
en and minorities. 


The outlook for women and minor- 


ities in Illinois to find improved equal 
employment opportunities is mixed, 
Carol and Mary Ellen say. On the one 
hand, they believe Illinois "has one of 
the best laws" on the subject, espe- 
c t a l l y with additional authority 
recently granted by the legislature. 


THIS NEW authority enables the 


state's Fair Employment Practices 
Commission to initiate action against 
discriminatory employers rather than 
waiting for an employe to file a com- 
plaint. 


Unfortunately, recent' budget cuts 


affecting the FEPC will be a problem 
In making the law realistic, say the 
two consultants. 


Their fears are confirmed by-FEPC 


executive director Mel Jordan, who 
points out that the agency already is 
1 operating with a nine-month backlog 


of cases and will spend most of next 
year doing last year's work. 


"We certainly have no more,staff 


resources (with'which to enforce'the 
new legislation)-than before. Our pro- 
duction can't be increased without 
more resources," said Jordan. 


According to Jordan, Initiation au- 


thority is only one of six new jurisdic- 
tions granted his agency in the legis- 
lation. But he has "no idea In what 
fashion'we will be able to address? 


, the expanded authority. He said the 
agency's efficiency has already been 
maximized and that his investigators 
handle 40 per cent more cases than 
other mldwestern states > with .larger 
budgets 1*"^ """H*

In most elements, the outer shell is 


incomplete. The-problem may be 
solved by sharing electrons with sim- 
ilar atoms, which then "merge and 
form molecules pf chemical com-

ty. But on atom with a complete'outer 
shell has no call to beg, borrow or 
swap electrons. Hence it tends to be 
chemically inactive, or inert. 


The six rare gases In. the atmos- 


phere are helium 'and- neon, krypton 
and radon, argon, which is the least 
rare, and xenon which is the rarest. 
The normal atoms of all these ele- 
ments have complete outer electron 
shells. The stogie helium shell is com-1 
plete with two electrons. Each of the 
other five has a complete outer elec- 
tron shell of eight

Most of'these rare gases were dis- 


covered In the 1890s, when scientists. 
assumed that they would not or could 
not combine with any other elements 
atall.

Then in 1902, Canadian researchers 


found that' xenon can be coaxed to 
combine with a fluoride compound. 
Since then, other rare gases, have 
been combined to form several chem- 
ical compounds. 


Xenon is so rare that there is only 


about one atom among 20 million 
atoms and molecules in ordinary air. 
It can be separated as other gases are 
evaporated one by one'from liquid 
air. This concentrated xenon is used 
in equipment for flash photography 
and.other high-Intensity light systems. 
It also is used to create those mira- 
culous light beams called lasers. •

Dlst. 214 high schools will be dis- 
cussed by tbo board of education In a 
commlttcc-of-thc-wholo meeting Nov.

At Its first committee meeting on

ON NOV. 3 THE board will take an- 


other look at the enrollment and fi- 
nancial projections and may begin to 
set criteria for deciding which school 
or schools may close. 


If the board decides not to close a 


school, It must analyze the cost of 
maintaining all facilities at below 
maximum enrollment and consider 
changes in boundaries to spread the 
district's enrollment among eight 
buildings. 


If the board chooses to close one or 


two schools, it must decide which 
school* to close, when they would 
close and what boundary changes

Ruling on boys 
seen Thursday

Slx-yesr-old Thomas William Eaton 


and hli four-year~old brother Jeffry 
waited patiently Tuesday morning 
outalde a Nth-floor Civic Center court* 
room, unaware of (he battle raging 
within to determine their future. 


The boy» are the center of con- 


trovtny In • harsh custody battle be- 
tween thnlr mother, Karen Eaton of 
Jacksonville, Ha., and their paternal 
grandparents Earl and Jean, Eaton, of 
S3 East Dennis Rd., Wheeling. 


By Tuesday, after four days of testi- 


mony, all the facto in the caw had 
been presented. Circuit-Court Judge 
Raymond E. Trafetet ls expected to 
rule on the boys' future Thursday at 
11 a.m. 


The younger Mrs. Eaton, 24, di- 


vorced from the boys' father Thomas 
W., filed suit for cuwdy of the chil- 
dren when her ex-husband waft killed 
in a traffic accident In the village this 
summer. 


THE BATONS were divorced In 


May, 1974, In Florida, and at the time 
Mrs. Eaton agreed to give up custody 
of the chidren to her husband. The 
bays have been living with their 
grandparents since several months 
prior to the divorce. 


The Eaton grandparents also have 


filed suit for custody of the children, 
charging the boys' mother has given' 
up her rights to them. 


The closing arguments were blunt 


and pointed as attorney James T. 
Ryan, Arlington Heights village presi- 
dent and counsel for the senior Ea- 
tons, and Ernest Koehlcr, represent- 
ing Mrs. Eaton, offered differing In- 
terpretations of the mother's charac- 
ter and fitness to serve as a parent. 


Ryan said the court does not hove 


to determine Mrs. Eaton's fitness as a 
mother but instead must decide what 
is best for the children..

Ryan'cited testimony from a psy- 


chologist ,who counseled Mrs. Eaton 
before her divorce.and agreed with 
her decision to forfeit custody of the 
children because she "could not cope

The attorney also cited accounts 


brought up in the trial of Mrs. Eaton's 
affairs with other men, both white she 
was married and after her divorce, as 
factors to consider. Ryan also said 


Mrs. Eaton was unable to show overt 
acts of love and affection to her sons 
and made no attempt to contact them 
' for months afterthe divorce. 


Ryan sold testimony has proven 


' Mrs. Eaton has not changed and feels 


no remorse or'guilt about her past. 
The attorney also referred to Mrs. 
Eaton's work as a bartender in a topl- 
ess restaurant as a factor against her. 


"I am not'making any Judgments, 


but It appears clear that there bos 
been no change In the constancy of 
Karen Eaton's lifestyle," Ryan said. 
'"If something has been brought'out in 
this trial it's the fact that It's so crys- 
tal clear as to the kind of people the 
(senior) Batons are."

Koehlcr said Mrs. Eaton did not

'wants her sons. 


"Legally and morally the natural 


parent has the best interest of the- 
children at. heart," Koehlcr- said. 
"Giving custody to the grandparents 
is making them orphans.

95 per cent garbage.". 


• Nick Tufano of the Police and Fire 
'Commission said, "You can't turn a 
corner without going to jail." 


ALTHOUGH THERE are no provi- 


sions for'jailing those officials who 
violate, the ethics law, there is a $300 
fine for certain violations. • 


Marienthal,- who maintained com- 


posure during the arguments, said he 
still will push for the ordinance. "I 
will not let it die," he told The Herald 
Tuesday, adding that the matter 'will 
be brought back 'within a month or 
two. 


"Ethics legislature is needed to set 


specific procedures of conduct, Ma- 
rienthal said. "My feeling is that the 
village should have a policy so that 
when officials come in, they'll know 
what is expected at the onset." 


Marienthal said it bothered him that 


none of the officials talked .of specifics 
in the ordinance. "I wanted to .go 
through it (the ordinance) and get in- 
put, but it was obvious they didn't 
want to discuss it."

Rilling on boys 
seen Thursday

SIx-yetr-old Thomas William Eaton 


and his four-year-old brother -Jeffry 
waited patiently Tuesday morning 
outside a loth-floor Civic Center court- 
room, unaware of the battle raging 
within lo determine their future. 


Tho boys are tho'center of con- 


troversy in a harsh custody battle be- 
tween their mother, Karen Eaton of 
Jacksonville, Fla., and their paternal 
grandparents Earl and Jean Eaton, of 
83 East Dennis ltd., Wheeling. 


By Tuesday, after four days of testi- 


mony, all the facts In the-'case had 
been presented. Circuit Court Judge 
Raymond E. Trafolct is expected lo 
rule on tho boys' future Thursday at 
11 a.m. 


Tho younger Mrs. Eaton, 24, di- 


vorced from tho boys' father Thomas 
W., filed suit for cusody of the chil- 
dren when her ex-husband was killed 
in a traffic accident in the village this 
summer. 


THE BATONS were divorced In 


May, 1974, In Florida, and at the time 
Mrs. Eaton agreed to give up custody 
of the chidrcn to her husband. Tho 
boys have been, living with their 
grandparents since several months 
prior to tho divorce. 


Tho Eaton grandparents also have 


filed suit for custody of the children, 
charging tho boys' mother has given 
up her rights to them. 


Tho closing arguments were blunt 


and pointed as attorney James T. 
Ryan. Arlington Heights village presi- 
dent and counsel for the senior Ea- 
lons, and Ernest Kochlcr. represent- 
ing Mrs. Eaton, offered differing in- 
terpretations of tho mother's charac- 
ter and fitness to serve as a parent. 


Ryan said tho court docs not have 


to determine Mrs. Eaton's fitness as a 
mother but Instead must decidr. what 
Is best for the children. 


HH SAID FOUR considerations 


must be weighed In tho case: Karen 
Eaton's decision at the time of her 
divorce lo give up custody of the chil- 
dren; her lifestyle following the di- 
vorce: if there has been any change 
in that lifestyle, and how she intends 
to support her sons. 


Ryan cited testimony from a psy- 


chologist who counseled Mrs. Eaton 
before tier divorce and agreed with 
her decision to forfeit custody of the 
children because she "could not cope 
with them." 


The attorney also cited accounts 


brought up In the trial of Mrs. Eaton's 
affairs with other men, both while she 
was married and after her divorce, as 
factors'to consider. Ryan also said 


Mrs. Eaton was unable to show overt- 
acts of love and affection to her sons . 
and made no attempt to contact them 
for months after the divorce. 
, Ryan said. testimony has proven 
*,Mrs. Eaton has not changed and feels 
no romorse or guilt' about her past. 
The attorney also referred to Mrs. 
Eaton's work as a bartender in a topl- 
ess restaurant as a factor against her. 


"I am not making an/ judgments,. 


but it appears clear that there has 
been no change In the constancy of 
Karen Eaton's lifestyle," Ryan said. 
"If something has been brought out in 
this trial It's the fact that it's so crys- 
tal clear as to the kind of people the 
•(senior) Eatons are." 


RYAN SAID THE grandparents' 


ages (both are 52) should not be held 
against them. "The Eaton home has 
been a gatherlng'placo for children," 
Ryan said. Four children were raised 
In their home and they have been ac- 
tive In the Little League arid their 
church, he said. • • 
! . ' 


The attorney concluded Mrs. Eaton 


should not be awarded custody ot her 
children because their future would be 
better served by their grandparents. ' 


"A mother can lose .her natural 


rights by her unnatural'conduct," he 
said. 


Mrs. Eaton and her mother, Hope- 


Burke, sat quietly during Ryan's re- 
marks, sometimes clutching hands 
while the elder Eatons also listened 
Intently, showing little emotion. 


Kochlcr said Mrs. Eaton did not 


deny testimony brought up in the trial 
about her past, but the -attorney said 
she has changed.and she loves.and. 
wants her sons. 


"Legally and morally the natural 


parent has the best interest of the 
children at heart," Koehlcr said. 
"Giving custody to the grandparents 
is making them orphans. Karen gave 
up custody of her children to her hus- 
band, not her in-laws," he said. 


KOEHLER SAID THE courts can- 


not take way a mother's custody right 
unless there arc "clear. and com- 
pelling reasons" to justify her being 
declared unfit. 


Neither the Eatons nor their ex- 


daughtcr-ln-lnw had any comment af- 
.ter the hearing, but Mrs.'Burke said 
'she was proud of her daughter. "She 
loves the children." 


Eaton is a sheet-metal worker, and 


his wife worked as-a record clerk at 
Wheeling High Schol for 11 years until 
last week. She quit her job to'take 
caro of her grandchildren. 


Mrs. Burke lives across the street 


from the Eatons at 100 East Dennis 
Rd.

Both 
proposals include the annual 5 per 
cent increase given to teachers for an' 
additional year of experience. 


THE TEACHERS union, now work- 


ing out of its strike headquarters in 
the Sheraton Inn WaHen Hotel, 
Schaumburg, Issued a leaflet to the 
community Tuesday explaining the 
teachers' position concerning a strike.

Ing out of its strike headquarters in 
the Sheraton Inn WnMcn Hotel, 
Schaumburg, issued a leaflet to the 
community Tuesday explaining the 
teachers' position concerning a strike. 


The leaflet, which listed phone num- 


bers of all board members, stated 
parents who wanted to avoid a strike 
should call their board members and 
"urge them to keep the schools open." 


The leaflet stated that the board 


"refusal to move on salaries or me- 
diate, leaves us (the teachers) no al- 
ternative (but to strike)." The teach- 
ers have repeatedly requested a 
mediator to help settle the dispute, 
but Feldman said it Is the board's 
duty to negotiate teachers' salaries.

The possible closing of one or two 


Dist. 214 h.'3h schools will be dis- 
cussed by the board of education in a 
committcc-oMlic-wholc meeting Nov. 
3-At Its first committee meeting on 
the subject last week the board rc- 
cchcd figures from the Dlst. 214 ad- 
ministration showing an anticipated 
enrollment drop of about 22 per cent 
by 1083 — a loss of 4,363 students. 


The board Is now considering 


whether It can afford to maintain all 
clqht of its high schools or whether it 
should close one or two schools. 


ON NOV. 3 THE board will take an- 


other look at the enrollment and fi- 
nancial projections and may begin to 
set criteria for deciding which school 
or schools may close. 


If the board decides not to close a 


school, It must analyze the cost of 
maintaining all facilities at below 
maximum enrollment and consider 
changes In boundaricj to spread the 
district's enrollment among eight 
buildings. 


If the board chooses to close one or 


two schools, It must' decide which 
schools to close, when they would 
close and what boundary changes 


would bo necessary, and must estab- 
lish a method for phasing out the 
buildings. Supt. Edward Gilbert has 
suggested If a school must close, it 
should be phased out graduaolly by 
eliminating the freshman class the 
first year. 


ENROLLMENT IS projected to 


drop from 10,823 students this year to 
15,460 by the 1983-84 school year. Her- 
scy High School Is expected to lose 
1,027 students; Arlington, 816; Pros- 
pect, 791; Elk Grove, 731; Forest 
View, 663; Rolling Meadows 638 and 
Wheeling, 45. Buffalo Grove High 
School Is projected to Increase by 404 
students by 1983. 


Dlst. 2t4's declining enrollment 


problem Is further complicated by its 
financial situation. The district is ex- • 
pec ted to have an ill .5 million deficit 
budget in five years If the formula 
used to figure state aid is not revised. 


THE FOHMULA REQUIRES the 


district to roll back its tax rate from 
tho current rate of $2.04 cents per $100

A 25-year old Chicago man has been 


arrested for the April murder of a 
Palatii.j Township irian in his home. 


Arrested was Arthur Perez, 25, of 


4359 S. Emerald Ave., Chicago. He is 
charged with the April 21 mur'der of 
Alfred L. Dinverno, 57, of 404 In- 
verdale Dr. 
, 


Det. John Nebergall, of the Illinois- 


State Police, said Perez was arrested* 
after police received an anonymous 
. tip Monday night. 


CHICAGO POLICE homicide in- 


vestigators, accompanied by Neber- 
gall and Det. Daniel DISantis, ar- 
rested Perez on an outstanding traffic 
warrant. 


Perez^was reportedly wearing a 


ring taken from Dinverno at the time 
of his arrest. 


Nebergall said two accomplices are 


being sought in connection with the 


killing. He said he expected arrests 
shortly. 


Perez reportedly met his victim one 


time prior to the crime, police said. 


Nebergall said the murder weapon, 


believed to be a pistol, has not been 
recovered. 


PEREZ IS BEING held in the coun- 


ty jail without bond. He is scheduled 
to appear today in Niles District 
Court on the murder charge. 


The. body of Dinverno, who lived 


alone in the sprawling 12-room house, 
was found in his den. He had been 
bound hand and foot and shot several 
times in the head. 


The body was discovered by police 


after they were summoned to the 
house by his daughter. 


The daughter, Diane Walsh, became 


concerned after being unable to reach 
her father by telephone for several 
days. Mrs. Walsh, of Itasca, called po- 


lice from a neighbor's house after 
finding her father's white Corvette 
parked in the driveway and the ga- 
rage door open. 


DINVERNO HAD recently sold the 


house and was in the process of pack- 
ing when he was killed. 


Police theorized that he \vas sur- 


prised by his killers when he returned 
home from an evening out \\ith his 
daughter and son-in-law. 


The house had been ransacked and 


several weapons and items of jewelry 
were reported missing, although a 
complete Inventory was difficult be- 
cause of the impending move and a 
recent house sale. 


Police said (hat Dinverno was 


apparently bound while the house was 
searched. He was shot as they left, 
police speculate. 


POLICE SAID neighbors reported 


hearing several shots the day before 


the body was found. However, police 
said the area abounds with hunters 
and target shooters. 


The Dinverno house is set back 


about 50 yards from Florence Avenue 
on a gravel drive. It was screened 
from the road by a wooded thicket. 


Dinverno had recently retired from 


the cartage business when he was 
killed. He had planned to open a res- 
taurant in Lake County. 


He had owned a restaurant and ban- 


quet hall on North Avenue m Chicago 
befor entering the trucking business. 


Although most of his assets were 


tied up in the stone and cedar house, 
valued at Si",000, Dinverno had the 
reputation of a monicd playboy. 


Police said his killers may have 


been misled by Dinverno's lifestyle 
which included the white sports car, 
diamond rings and visits to Chicago 
singles bars.

Six-year-old Thomas William Eaton 


and his four-yciir-old brother Jcffry 
waited patiently TUesdny morning 
ouUlde a IQth-floor Civic Center court: 
room, unaware of the battle raging 
within to determine their future. 


The boys arc the center of con- 


troversy In a harsh custody battle be- 
tween their mother, Karen Eaton of 
Jacksonville, Flo., and their paternal 
grandparents Earl and Jean Eaton, of 
85 East Dennis Rd., Wheeling. 


By Tuesday, after four days of testi- 


mony, all the facts In the case had 
been presented. Circuit Court Judge 
Raymond E. Trafetct Is expected to 
rule on the boys' future Thursday at 
11 a.m. 


The younger Mrs. Eaton, 24, dl 


vorced from- the boys' father Thomas 
W.. filed suit for cusody of the chil- 
dren when her ex-husband was killed 
In a Irnffl" accident in the village this 
summer. 


THE BATONS were divorced In 


May, 1974, in Florida, and at the time 
Mrs. Eaton agreed to give up custody 
of the chldrcn to her husband. The 
boys have been living with their 
grandparents since several months 
prior to the divorce. 


The Eaton grandparents also have 


filed suit for custody of the children, 
charging the boys' mother has given 
up her rights' to them. 


The closing arguments were blunt 


and pointed as attorney James T. 
Ryan, Arlington Heights village presi- 
dent and counsel for the senior Ba- 
tons. and Ernest Koohler, represent- 
ing Mrs. Enton. offered differing in- 
terpretations of the mother's charac- 
ter and fitness to serve as a parent. 


Ryan said tho court docs not have 


to determine Mrs. Eaton's fitness as a 
mother but Instead must decide what 
is best for the children. 


HE SAID FOUR considerations 


must be weighed In'the case: Knrcn 
Baton's decision at the time of her 
divorce to give up custody of the chil- 
dren: her lifestyle following the di- 
vorce: if there has been any change 
In that lifestyle, and how she intends 
(o support her sons. 


Ryan cited testimony from a psy- 


chologist who counseled Mrs. Eaton 
Iwforc her divorce and agreed with 
her ctycislon ta forfeit custody of the 
children because she "could not cope 
with them." 


The attorney also cited accounts 


brought up In tho trial of Mrs. Eaton's 
affairs with other men, both while she 
was married and after her divorce, as 
Victors to consider. Ryan also said 


Mrs.' Eaton was unable to show overt 
acts of love and affection to her sons 
and made no attempt to contact them 
for months after the divorce. 


Ryan said testimony has proven 


Mrs. Eaton has not changed and feels . 
no remorse or guilt about her past. 
The attorney also referred to Mrs. 
Eaton's work as a bartender In a topl- 
ess restaurant as a factor against her. 
' "I am not making any judgments, 
but it appears clear that there has 
been no change in the constancy of 
Karen Eaton's lifestyle," Ryan said. 
"If something-has been brought out in 
this trial It's the fact that It's so crys- 
tal clear as to the kind of people the 
(senior) Entons are." 


RYAN SAID THE grandparents' 


ages (both nre 52) ahould not be held 
against them. "The Eaton home has 
been a gathering place for children,". 
Ryan said. Four children were raised 
in their home and they have been ac- 
tive In the Little League and their 
church, he said.' 


The attorney concluded Mrs. Eaton 


should not be awarded custody of her 
children because their future would be 
better served by their grandparents. 


"A mother can lose her natural 


rights by her unnatural conduct," he 
said. 


Mrs. Eaton and her mother, Hope 


Burke, sat quietly during Ryan's re- 
marks, sometimes clutching hands 
while the elder Eatons also listened 
Intently, showing little emotion. 


Kochlcr said Mrs. Eaton did not 


deny testimony brought up In the trial 
about her post, but the attorney said 
she has changed and she loves and 
wants her sons. 


"Legally and morally the natural 


parent has the best Interest of the 
children at heart," Koehler said. 
"Giving custody to the grandparents 
is making them orphans. Karen gave 
up custody of her children to her hus- 
band, not her in-laws," he said. 


KOEHLER SAID THE courts can- 


not take way a mother's custody right 
unless there arc "clear and com- 
pelling reasons" to justify her being 
declared unfit. 


Neither the Eatons nor their ex- 


daughtcr-ln-law had any comment af- 
ter the hearing, but Mrs. Burke said 
she was proud of her daughter. "She 
loves the children." 


Eaton is a sheet-metal worker, and 


his wife worked as a record clerk at 
Wheeling High Schol for 11 years until 
last week. She quit her job to take 
care of her grandchildren. 


Mrs. Burke lives across the street 


from the Eatons at 100 East Dennis 
Rd.

Uses power for first time 


"THE HEART-BREAKING remnant" is what.Averry 
Wolfrum calls a broken tombstone he 
salvaged 


from a Palatine Twp. pioneer cemetery, north of 
Old Plum Grove Road. The cemetery, dating back 


to the 1800s, was' destroyed this fall by Rolling 
Meadows sewer workers who mistakenly bulldozed 
through it.

City rips up cemetery

Gravtsitas'bf gome original settlers 


of; Palatine Township dating back to 
tin middle 1800s, were destroyed this 
fall by bulldozers sent by the City of 
Rolling Meadows to clear the way for 
a sewer. . 


For more than a hundred'yean, 


faqners who worked the land between 
whal Is. now Plum Grove and Quentin 
roads, were careful not to disturb the. 
little cemetery shaded by a.grove of 
trees on the east bank of Salt Creek, 
just north of Old Plum Grove Road. 


But last month, despite warnings 


and knowing the graves were there, 
the city plowed through the cemetery 
with huge landmovers. Bits and 
pieces of tombstones are now scat- 
tered among the nibble left from con- 


struction of a sewer to serve the near- 
by Meadow Edge development. 


ONE ROLLING MEADOWS official; 


City Engineer James Muldowney, 
.calls It all a mistake. Averry Wolf- 
.iHim, chairman of the Palatine Town- 
, ship Cemetery Advisory Committee, 
• and a man dedicated to preservinglo-. 
cal history, calls it a tragedy. 


Wolfrum, who spends a great' deal 


'of his time searching the woods and 
farms left in the township for pioneer, 
cemeteries and other clues .to the

Disk 214 school closings 
meeting topic Nov. 3 


The 'possible closing of one or two 


Dist. 214 high •schools will-, be dis- 
cussed'by the board of education in'a 
committee-of-the-whole meeting 'Nov. 
3.

At its first committee meeting on 


the subject last week the board re- 
ceived figures from the1 Dist. 214 ad- 
- ministration showing an anticipated 
enrollment drop of about 22 par cent 
by 1983 — a loss of 4,363 students. 


The; board is now considering 


whether-It can afford to maintain all 
•eight of its high schools or whether it 
should close one or two schools. 


ON NOV. 3 THE board will take an- 


other look at the enrollment and fi- 
nancial projections and nay begin to 
set criteria for deciding which school 
or schools may close. 
, If the board decides not to close a 
school,'it must analyze the cost of 
maintaining all facilities at below 


maximum enrollment and consider 
changes in-boundaries to spread the 
district's enrollment- among eight 
buildings. 


If the board chooses to close one or 


two schools, it must decide which 
schools to close, when they would 
close and what boundary changes 
•would be necessary, and must estab- 
lish a method for phasing out the 
buildings. Supt. Edward Gilbert has 
suggested if a school must close, it 
should be phased out graduaally by 
eliminating the freshman. class the 
first year. 


ENROLLMENT IS projected to 


drop from 19,023 students this year to 
15,460 by the 1983-84 school year. Hor- 
sey High School is expected to lose 
1,027 students; Arlington, 816; Pros- 
pect,' 791; Elk Grove, 731; Forest 
View, 663; Rolling Meadows 638 and 
Wheeling, 45. Buffalo Grove High

tery to bypass the site. 


In addition, because the cemetery 


was never deeded to the county for 
maintenance, Muldowney agreed to 
ask Meadow Edge developer Edward 
Zale to turn over the one-acre site to 
the city. 


For some reason, however, the out- 


come of that discussion was never 
passed on to the/tree-clearing crews 
that began working in September, 
doing what Wolfrum described as "ir- 
reparable damage" to the cemetery. 


Muldowney claims,Wolfrum should 


have fenced off the cemetery to keep 
out the bulldozers and said he recalls 
Wolfrum saying this was part of his 
responsibility to the township. Wolf- 
rum said he understood Muldowney 


and other city officials to say they 
would take care of everything. 


"We thought from June to Septem- 


ber that.he was doing research out 
there and had staked off the ceme- 
tery," Muldowney said. "We're really 
sorry this occurred, but I think it was 
miscommunication more than any- 
thing else." 


WOLFRUM SAID HE feels "the 


least the city could do" Is. to provide 
some type of crane and a few men to 
help him sort through the piles of logs 
and construction debris to search for 
pieces of tombstones. He estimated 
that it would probably take less than 
a day to sift through the rubble. 


"Rolling Meadows should never 


have let this happen," he said. "It 
seems to me they would do everything 
they could to make some gesture to 


help recover those stones. There's no 
way the damage can be undone, but 
let's recover what we can. It's part of 
our historical record." 


Wolfrum said nearly a month ago 


he wrote a letter to Mayor Roland J. 
Meyer requesting help in searching 
for the tombstones, but has not re- 
ceived a reply. 


Muldowney said the letter was 


passed on to him and added that he 
intends to take the request to the city 
council's public works, building and 
zoning committee meeting Tuesday 
night. 


"We were happy to cooperate with 


him (Wolfrum) and that's why we 
took the cemetery in the first place," 
Muldowney said. "All I can say is 
that we're sorry and we'll see what 
we can do about clearing the site."

A 25-year old Chicago man has been 


arrested for the April murder of a 
Palatine Township man in his home. 


Arrested was Arthur Perez,'25, of 


4359 S. Emerald Avc., Chicago. He is 
charged with the April 21 murder of 
Alfred L. 'Dinverno,- 57, of 404 In- 
verdale Dr. 


Det. John Nebergall, of the Illinois 


State Police, said Perez was arrested' 
after police received an anonymous 
tip Monday night. 


CHICAGO POLICE homicide in- 


vestigators, ' accompanied by Neber- 
gall and Det. Daniel DiSantis, ar- 
rested Perez on an outstanding traffic 
warrant. 


Perez was reportedly wearing a 


ring taken from Dinverno at the time 
of his arrest. 


Nebergall said two accomplices are 


being sought in connection with the 
killing. He said he expected arrests 
shortly. 


Perez reporte'dly met his victim one 


time prior to the crime, police said. 


Nebergall said the murder weapon, 


believed to be a pistol, has not been 
recovered. 


PEREZ IS BEING held in the coun- 


ty jairwithout bond. He is scheduled 
to appear today in Miles District 
Court on the murder charge. 


The body-of Dinverno; who lived 


alone in the sprawling 12-room house, 
was found in his den. He had been 
bound hand and foot and shot several 
times in the head. 


The body was discovered by police 
after they were summoned to the 


house by. his daughter. 


The daughter, Diane Walsh, became 


concerned after being unable to reach 
her father by telephone for several 
days. Mrs. Walsh, of Itasca, called po- 
lice from a neighbor's house after 
finding her father's white Corvette 
parked In the driveway and the ga- 
rage door open. 


DINVERNO HAD recently sold the 


house and was in the process of pack- 
ing when he was killed. 


Police theorized that he was sur- 


prised by his killers when he returned 
home from an evening out with his 
daughter and son-in-law. 


The house had been ransacked and 


several weapons and items of jewelry 
were reported missing, although a 
complete inventory was difficult be- 
cause of the impending move and a 
recent house sale. 


Police said that Dinverno was 


apparently bound while the house was 
searched. He was shot as they left, 
police speculate. 


POLICE SAID neighbors reported 


hearing several shots the day before 
the body was found. However, police; 
said the area abounds with hunters 
and target shooters. 


The Dinverno house is set back 


about 50 yards from Florence Avenue 
on a gravel drive. It was screened 
from the road by, a wooded thicket. 


Dinverno had recently retired from 


the cartage business when he was 
killed. He had planned to open a res- 
taurant in Lake County. 


He had owned a restaurant and ban-

Six-year-old Thomas William Eaton 


and his four-year-old brother Jeffry 
waited patiently- Tuesday morning 
outside a loth-floor Civic Center court- 
room, unaware of the battle raging 
within to determine their future. 


The boys are the center-of con- 


troversy In a harsh custody battle be- 
tween their mother, Karen Eaton of 
Jacksonville, Fla., and their paternal 
grandparents Earl and'Jean Eaton, of 
85 East Dennis Rd., Wheeling. 


By Tuesday, after four days of testi- 


mony, all the facts in the case had. 
been presented. Circuit Court Judge 
Raymond E. Trafelct Is expected to 
rule on the boys' future Thursday at 
lla.m. 


The younger Mrs. Baton, 24, di- 


vorced from the boys' father Thomas 
W., filed suit for cusody of the chil- 
dren when her ex-husband wan killed 
in a traffic accident In the village this 
summer. 


TUB BATONS were divorced in 


May, 1074, in Florida, and at the time 
Mrs. Eaton agreed to give up custody 
of the chldrcn to her husband. The 
boys have been living with their 
grandparents since several months 
prior to the divorce. 


The Eaton grandparents also have 


filed suit for custody of the children, 
charging the boys' mother has given 
up her rights to them. 


The closing arguments were blunt 


and pointed as attorney James T.

"Legally and morally the natural 


parent has the best interest of the 
children at heart," Koehler said. 
"Giving custody to the grandparents 
is making them orphans. Karen gave 
up custody of her children to her hus- 
band, not her in-laws," he said. 


KOEHLER SAID THE courts can- 


not take way a mother's custody right 
unless there are "clear and com- 
pelling reasons" to justify her being 
declared unfit.

daughter-in-law had any comment af- 
ter the hearing, but Mrs. Burke said 
she was proud of her daughter. "She 
loves the children."

Special office opens for deaf 


The National Fraternal Society of the Deaf held a ribbon cutting 


and an open house recenly to display Its new home office building 
at 1300 W. Northwest Highway. The company provides life insurance 
protecton for the'deaf and their families. 


A number of deaf and hearing-impaired people work in the new 


building, and so it was constructed with special consideration for 
them. The entire building is an 'open' office. Some glass walls 
separate spaces but workers throughout have easy eye contact. 
Even the computer room, run by a deaf person, is glass enclosed 
for easy visual connection'. The telephone system Is specially de- 
signed with helpful devices, lights, tapes, buttons, plugs, etc. 


The officers of the company are all deaf, but their secretaries 


hear. The 12 people who work In the building are all fluent in sign 
language. Most speak and 'sign' at the same time. 


The firm had been located in Oak Park before the local facility 


was constructed for an estimated $359,000. Eager to help their own, 
the organization had much of the construction done by firms that 
employ deaf people or have some connection with the deaf. 


Included in the new building is the Arthur L. Roberts Memorial 


Library In honor of a past president. Persons or groups doing 
research In the area of deafness are encouraged to use the re- 
sources. 


The National Fraternal Society of the deaf was founded in 1901 by 


young deaf adults who wanted to provide low-cost Insurance protec- 
ton that had previously been denied deaf people. The fraternal 
group is now licensed in 36 states and Canada and has 14,000 policy 
holders and 6.5 millon assets.

Chicago man 
arrested in 
murder case

A 25-year old Chicago men has been 


arrested (or the April murder of a 
Palatine Township man in1 his home. 


Arrested was ArtKur Perez, 25, of 


4359 S. Emerald Ave., Chicago. He is 
charged with the April 21 murder of 
Alfred L. DInverno, 57, of 404 In- 
verdale Dr. 


Det. John Nebergall, of the Illinois 


State Police, said Perez was arrested 
after police received an anonymous 
tip Monday nigfit. 


CHICAGO POLICE homicide In- 


vestlgators, accompanied by. Neber- 
gall and Det. Daniel Dfeantls, ar- 
rested Perez on an outstanding traffic 
warrant. 


Perez was reportedly wearing a 


ring taken from Dinverno at the time 
of his arrest. 


Nebergall said two accomplices are 


being sought in connection with the 
killing. He said he expected arrests 
shortly. 
, Perez reportedly met his victim one 
time prior to the crime, police said. 


Nebergall said the murder weapon, 


believed to be a pistol, has not been 
recovered. 


PEREZ IS BEING held in the coun- 


ty jail without bond. He is scheduled 
to appear today In Niles District 
Court on the murder charge. 


The body of DInverno,- who lived 


alone in the sprawling 12-room house, 
was found in his fan. He had been 
bound hand and foot and shot several 
times in the head. 


The body was discovered by police 


after they were summoned to the 
house by his daughter. 


The daughter, Diane Walsh, became 


concerned after being unable'to reach 
heV father by telephone for several' 
days. Mrs. Walsh, of Itasca, called po- 
lice from a neighbor's* house after 
finding her father's white Corvette' 
parked In the driveway and the ga- 
rage door open. , 


DINVERNO HAD recently sold the 


house and was in the process of pack- 
ing when he was killed. 


Police theorized that he was sur- 


prised by his killers when he returned 
home from an evening out with his 
daughter and son-in-law. ' 


The house had been ransacked'and 


several weapons and items of Jewelry 
were reported missing, although a 
complete inventory was difficult be- 
cause of the Impending move and a 
recent house sale. 


Police said that DInverno was 


apparently bound while the house was 
searched. He was shot as tttey left, 
police speculate. 


POLICE SAID neighbors reported 


hearing several shots the day before 
the body was found. However, police 
said the area abounds with hunters' 
and target shooters. , 


The Dinverno house is set back 


about 50 yards from Florence Avenue 
on a gravel drive. It was screened 
from the road by a wooded thicket. 


Dinverno bad recently retired from 


the cartage business when he was 
killed. He had planned to open a res- 
taurant in Lake County. 


He had owned a restaurant and ban- 


quet hall on North Avenue in Chicago 
befor entering the trucking business. • 


Although most of his assets v/ere 


tied up in the stone and cedar house, 
valued at $135,000, Dinverno had the 
reputation of a monled playboy. 


Police said his killers may have 


been misled by> Dinverno's lifestyle 
which included the white sports car, 
diamond rings and visits to Chicago 
singles bars.
